Several weeks ago, I posted a message asking if someone could 
send me a photocopy of the user's manual for the Toshiba T1000 
laptop computer.

"Since I dont have a digital camera..this gives me the means to "scan in" 
some of my projects and add them to the QRP section of the web page im 
making! This is new to me..maybe its old hat to everyone else i dont know! !" 


Hey, I've been doing exactly this for a couple of years for my column in the 
QRP Quarterly! Most of my own "photos" for quite a few issues have actually 
been scans. And I don't just scan flat objects, either; I've done a number 
of things that are an inch or more tall and had excellent results. I finally 
broke down and bought a digital camera this Christmas and may use it for 
some photos for my column, but I'm going to be sticking with the flat bed 
scanner for some time to come! Flat bed scanners are the poor man's digital 
camera :-) 


BTW, when scanning something for publication, or using a digital camera, if 
it's going to be used in a paper publication as opposed to a web page, DO 
NOT scrimp on the resolution and file size! Keep the resolution as high as 
possible, and don't compress it with the highest possible JPG ratio. 
Pictures that look perfectly acceptable on a computer screen don't always 
translate well onto paper. I'd heard that for a long time and observed it 
for myself. 


I often send in picture files for my column of a few hundred KB. If those 
were used on a web page they'd probably be overkill, and take a long time to 
download to boot, but for paper publications bite the bullet and keep the 
resolution as high as possible and the compression as low as possible. The 
end result on the printed page is well worth the extra effort. 


In 2001 I had 15 "photos" in my column that were actually scans; 9 in 

January, 1 in July and 5 in October. And the January 2002 issue (I just got 
my advance copy, so it does exist) has 5 and the April 02 column will have 
two. (I don't have any earlier issues at hand.) BTW, looking back at those 


2001 issues I noticed that every page of April said "April 01" on the 
bottom--and every page of the July issue also says "April 01" :-)

Thanks to Ray, W5XE, Walter, AG5P and Carol, WA4CLM, we were able to have a 
look at the one-tube rig described in Electronics Illustrated for March 1968. 
As I recall, that publication, and probably Popular Electronics as well, was 
pretty much geared to the beginner in electronics. Ham radio was only one of 
several areas they both covered. 


Sensing that the glow of this interesting thread may be starting to fade, I'd 
like to share a little research I've just done on this subject. 


I looked over my files and tagged a total of 27 simple tube transmitters 
whose circuits were published between 1939 and 1966, variously in QST (9), 
Radio (1), CQ (10), Radio News/Radio & Television News (3), and from 1992 to 
1999 in Electric Radio (4). Additionally, CQ in recent years has published 
some of these old designs. Their November 2001 issue shows a single tube 
6AQ5, a single tube 6GW8, and a regenerative receiver using a 3A4 tube and a 
LM386 audio amplifier. 


Some of the rigs feature am phone operation using high level plate 
modulation, but ducking the need for a modulation transformer by choosing the 
Heising system, which calls for only a choke. 


Most of the rigs are crystal controlled and cover only one band. One showed 
a 6V6 driving a grounded grid 6L6 to 30 watts input. Although several rigs 
use tubes with their 6.3-volt filaments lit by a transformer (a wall wart 

could be used as well), a number use tubes with higher voltage heaters, thus 
avoiding the need for a filament transformer. Power supplies are often the 
transformerless variety, an approach which today, with the near universality 


of wall outlets providing a real ground, are safer than was the case 40 years 
ago. 


How about: 
1. 635 oscillator, 25L6 p.a., 25L6 plate modulator. 
2. Two push-pull 50B5s with 25 watts plate input power. 
3. Two paralleled 50B5 with 20 watts plate input power. 
4. Two push-pull 117L7GTs with 18 watts output. 


5. A 50L6 (just one) with 22 watts output (ouch). 


6. A 6C4 oscillator and two paralleled 50C5s with 20 watts plate input. 
7. A 6N7 vfo and two 6L6s with 40 watts plate input. 


8. A 6L6 vfo on 80 meters, electron coupled through its screen grid, 
doubling in the plate circuit to show a plate input power of 11 watts on 40 
meters. 


9. To cover 80 and 40 meters, a 6AK6 oscillator and 6AQ5 p.a. combined with 
an antenna coupler and power supply, plus a two-tube superhetrodyne receiver, 
all this inside a 5" x 6" x 9" box.

Like Kory, I can vividly remember the big shocks I have 
experienced as well as some other life threatening moments. 

I can't sleep, so I may as well tell my tales ...sorry if I bore 
you (use the delete key). 


At 17 yrs old, in England, I had re-wired the outside garage 
ac feed for my dad. I was winding up the old cable from the 
garage end and was nearly at the house when the bare ends 

of the wire touched my left arm - 240V can pack a punch 
alright. All the muscles in my left hand/arm were clenched 

up from the ac current - I couldn't let go - I had to grab the 
wound-up coil of wire with my right hand and pull it off my 


left arm....I must've done that real fast! Where the wires 
had touched my skin was pretty badly burned. Needless to 
say, I had to sit down for a while....and since then I have 


always checked and double checked all wiring for live 
volts before going anywhere near it! 


Another time, when I worked in Oman on radars, I was 

doing some checks in a C-Band heightfinder radar cabin. 

I had to pull out a sliding rack to do some signal level 
checks (a whole rack of electronics produced a DSP that 

you would laugh at these days - most PC's have more 
computing power!). As I pulled the rack's handle and 

slid it out towards me, I naturally took a step backwards. 
Unfortunately, some twit had left the cover off the main 

ac feed to the klystron cabinet behind me and my ankle 

met the fuses straight on. I got full 440V 3-phase from 

my ankle to my hands which were still holding the DSP 

rack! I was literally thrown backwards (muscles automatically 
contracted - you have no control in this situation!) and 
smacked full force into the RF cabinet. My head broke 

a couple of meters and my torso bent the RF cabinet 

door pretty good. The GFI's kicked in and the whole 

radar shut down....I must've blacked out for the next thing 
I knew, someone had come running from the main building 

to see what the power-off alarm was all about. I took the 
rest of the day off. 


I guess I was lucky. I knew of another chap (only by name) 


who got killed while changing an L-band magnetron. 

He was in the process of using the grounding hook to 
discharge the xmassivex HT caps in the RF cabinet when 
some joker came up behind him, clapped his hands and 
shouted BANG! The guy jumped and you know the rest.... 


Moral - stick to 13.8V gel cells and QRP, it's much safer!! 


I can also remember nearly being drowned as an 8 year old 
off the coast of Kenya - a huge wave pumelled me into the 
sand and I lost all track of which way was up/down, got 
tons of water in my lungs but made it coughing/spluttering 
to the shore. 


A couple of other times in more recent years, I have been 
nearly killed by pulminory embolisms (DVT from long 

distance flights - that's why you won't see me at Dayton 
/Atlanticon/Arkiecon etc. until I can retire and drive there). 


By my reckoning, I have cheated death 5 times so far. 

All in all, I consider myself lucky to still be alive!! I make 
the most of life every day but still need to cut down the 
carbs/fat and get more exercise.....

The worst incident I've ever seen was at the English Electric factory in 
Kidsgrove, UK, about 40 years ago. An engineer in the adjoining lab somehow 
got his hands across two bus bars of a 3-phase 440 V supply. Someone hit one 
of the emergency stop buttons that were around the lab walls, but the 
motor-generator in the basement didn't trip out, and they had to go down and 
break the supply manually. He must have been across the supply for a couple 
of minutes or more, and couldn't let go. Luckily, he just had two badly 
burned hands, and was back at work a couple of days later, heavily bandaged. 


The worst shock I've ever had was from the UK 230 V mains. I can't remember 
how I did it - probably wiring a transformer - but I got both hands across 
line and neutral and felt all my chest muscles contract painfully. I let go 
quickly, otherwise I probably wouldn't be around to write this. My chest 
ached for a few days afterwards.

You need the following: a decent soldering iron with a very fine tip, some 
really thin solder, some narrow desolder braid, a magnifier and a pair of 
stainless steel tweezers. 


Tin one of the pads lightly, position the component with the tweezers and 
tack down the lead on the tinned pad. Solder the other leads, holding the 
component in position if required with the tweezers then return to the 
tacked down lead and resolder it. With ICs tack down two diagonally opposite 
leads first to hold the chip in position, before soldering the remainder and 
returning to the tacked down leads. Clean up any shorts with the desoldering 
braid. 


With very fine pitch devices, tack them down and apply a suitable liquid 
flux, flood the leads with solder and remove the excess with the desolder 
braid. Remake any suspect joints by reheating with the soldering iron.

I built the SMK-1 using a method someone on the list suggested - dip just 
the tip of a bamboo skewer in paste flux (I bought a tube of the stuff at 
Radio Shack) and lightly touch the component you're going to mount. the 
flux gives just enough adhesion to pick up the part, then you can move it, 
orient it, and hold it in place while you solder one lead to the board. 
Once one lead is attached, it'll hold the part in place until you can 
solder the remaining leads. (Unless you pull one of my tricks and heat the 
part so much that the soldered lead comes unsoldered - then the part sticks 


to the iron, and you have to pick it off and start over.) 
A good head- or bench-mounted magnifier does wonders, too.

Hi all, 


On 13 februari I announced the rebuild of the NC20 using Manhattan style. At the 
moment I've 

finished the VFO, transmitter, audio and AGC circuits (pages 1, 3 and 4 of the 
schematics). I'm 

not in a hurry, learning Manhattan style is part of the exercise too. 

After each stage I tested the circuit that was build and everthing works fine. The 
only thing 

that went wrong was the pin connection of the PN2222A. This transistor is not 
commonly used here 

so I had to lookup the information. Downloading Fairchild's PDF file went very 
slowly at the 

time so I picked up another one (AUK Semiconductor) from the list that Google had 
found for me. 

After some hours of experimenting why the output of the VFO's buffer amp was not 
correct, I 


figured out that the pin connection mentioned in the AUK's productinfo was 
opposite to the 

Fairchilds parts. They both described a T092 case but emitter and collector where 
mirrored! At 

least that's how I xread* the product specs. 


Using a 13V power supply, the output is 4Watts now. Without the Schottky diode 
1N5822 in the 

power-line the output is about 4.2Watts. Power consumption is about 800mA. Perhaps 
there is some 

tolerance in the 2N5179/PN2222's because the measured A.C. voltage at the emittor 
of Q15 is just 

2.5V p-p were it should be 3V p-p. 

Is this a xnormalx value or do I have search on? 


Anyway it is a very nice project and I hope the rig wil be finished before summer 
holidays.

It is about time I got around to posting the results of this thing. If you 
recall this is a test of running your rig on a set AA batteries as a 
piggyback to the NA QSO Party. Total participation was not great, but hay 
that makes it easier to win. Last August I got no entries besides my 

own. This time I got to others. So the scores are: 


WD3P - 107 QSOs - 58 Mults - 6,205 Points 


AE5X - 87 QSOs 
KG4LDY - 19 QSOs - 16 Mults - 288 Points 


Since the sponsor can not win a contest I Congradule John on a fine job - 
he has won this round of the power management contest. 


Soapbox. 

WD3P 

Equipment was 10 1600 mAh MAHA NiMH batteries charged the morning of the 
contest - they started off at 13.68 volts. I worked 80 through 15 meters 
using the Sierra for 80 and 15 and the K1 for 40 and 20. Power levels were 
between 500 mWatts and 2.5 watts with almost all QSOs between 1 and 2 watts. 


AE5X 

I operated the contest yesterday for a total of 5 hours, not so much to 
accumulate a score but to see how the K1 gets along with AA batteries. I had 
wanted to use rechargeable NiMH batteries but I did not have time to get 
them charged before the contest started so I used a fresh pack of 8 (not 10) 
alkaline batteries since that is what fits in the internal battery pack. I 
set the RF output on the rig to 2 watts and operated on 15, 20 and 40 meters 
with 15m being the most beneficial for making rapid contacts. Starting 
voltage (key up) for the 8-pack was 12.6 volts. After 5 hours and 87 
contacts, voltage was 11.3. I wish I had been better prepared for this but 
just got my 4-band module completed the day before the contest and was still 
in the "play with the new toy" mode. Best DX during the contest was during a 
break from it on the low end of 40m - LZ1ANA and S57VK. 


KGA4LDY 

Went to Radio Shack and bought two four AA battery holders and wired them to 
run my recently built SW-20+. Used this mostly to test the new rig. No 

other rig used. Used Radio Shack alkaline 1.5 V. AA batteries. No special 
power conservation steps were taken. Output power is between 1.5 and 2 
watts. Antenna is inverted vee with feedpoint at 30 ft. Total time less 

than 2 hours.

Survived my first night with the K1. So far so good. 


Something I forgot to mention on the construction ( just in case somebody 
out there doesn't already know this ). The new Kis have a switch added on 
the bottom of the RF board to turn on the carrier osc for setting the 
transmit offset during alignment. It is normally left in the OPER position, 
and in TEST only when setting the offset. 


During initial receiver alignment and test you have been told to put it in 
OPER. The receive aligned and checked out great. I then went on to finish 
the transmitter construction. Upon turning the rig back on, there was a low 
frequency oscillation in the receive audio. I spent about an hour trying 
to figure out what I had done to cause it, before noticing that the switch 
had been bumped into the TEST position. The oscillator was running, thus 
the sound on receive. 


Just something to remember... wish I'd have read ahead and known what that 
switch was for, it would have saved several minutes of feeling stupid.

So I ordered early in the week a KFL1-4 four-band filter board for the K1. 
Just started on it this morning and already have a mod that some of 
you that are going to build one of these puppies. 


On the top of page 6 you are asked to install 10 capacitors. All of 

these capacitors mount on the bottom side of the board. You are asked 

in the next step to take care not to have the solder iron touch any of the 
components on the top of the board. 


I found that I could mount ALL the caps on the top side of the board 
and not have to fight the problem of being extra careful. Just make 
sure that the leads from the cap go through the cap outline on the 
bottom of the board. This should be an easy thing to do and unless 
there is something in the future that I am missing this mod should 
work as advertised. 


Just take extra care in checking part values and placement. Building 
kits is not a timed olympic event.

I think I would also help to work on some low surface with perhaps a 
white sheet on the floor. 


I am becoming a bit fat fingered and once in a while a part zings off my 
tweezers. In that case, it helps if the work surface is a bit lower to 
the floor so it won't bounce quite to far, and to have the floor covered 
with a flat, white sheet so stray parts are easier to find. Dark carpet 
can simply swallow up a small SM part. 


I also suggest tinning both the pad and the first leg of that gets 
soldered down. That way you simply need to touch the iron to the first 
leg of the part part and its pad to soldered them together. As was 
mentioned previously, after you have the first leg soldered down, the 
rest is easily. Simply make sure you start soldering on the opposite 
side of the part from the leg you first soldered down. That minimizes 
reflowing the first pin and having the part come up.

The random wire is called random because it is not generally a specific 
length; that is it is usually long enough to go between convenient supports. 


It can be entirely horizontal, sloping, or part vertical and part 
horizontal. 


A tuner is usually required. A tee network or ell network circuit will work 
fine. If the antenna length is a multiple of half wavelengths, then a 
parallel L-C circuit will work fine A Z match will also work, but tuning 
can be touchy. Most commercial tuners are of the tee type. Just connect the 
wire to the hot lead of the tuner. A banana plug (wander plug for the Gs on 
the list) is convenient to use, fasten it to the end of a wire. It will fit 
perfectly in the center conductor of a SO-239 (UHF) coaxial connector. 


Some lengths are better than others. A half wave or multiple of that is 
usually easiest to handle with respect to tuning and ground. A length of 130 
feet or so is about a multiple of half wavelengths from 80 M to 10 M and is 
a good choice for length. For a half wave system, a single 1/4 wave resonant 
radial on each band is adequate. For frequencies at which the antenna is a 
quarter wavelength or odd multiples of a quarter wavelength the ground 


system is more important and efficiency can suffer if a good ground is not 
supplied. 


On low frequencies, the directivity will at right angles to the antenna. At 
higher frequencies, the directivity will be off the ends of the antenna. At 
the longer lengths, the nulls can be sharp. You can have good coverage to 
one area of the world on one band, and have a null there on other bands. 
Horizontal antennas less than a half wavelength high won't have much 
directivity. 


If part of the antenna runs vertical, then the vertical length should be 
less than 5/8 wavelength on the highest band if high angles of radiation on 
that band is to be avoided.
